The Academy 
Survived! An 
Earthquake Update 


The Academy’s bi-annual fire and 
earthquake drill originally sched- 
uled for October 18, was pre- 
empted by the real thing on Oc- 
tober 17. All Academy staff and 
volunteers evacuated the Academy 
safely following the quake. 

The Academy buildings survived 
with no significant structural 
damage; all of the animals came 
through in good shape, and there 
was no breakage or loss in the 
Aquarium. Our exhibits and 
research collections did not incur 
any serious damage, although 
there was significant damage to 
the library, mostly in the nature of 
collapsed shelves. Since the Acade- 
my relocated to Golden Gate Park 
in 1916 after the original building 
on Market Street was destroyed in 
the 1906 earthquake, the museum 
has been open every day with 
three exceptions: the 1918 influenza 
epidemic, the visit by Queen 
Elizabeth and Ronald Reagan in 
1983, and the recent seismic event. 
After a week of thorough inspec- 
tions and minor repairs, the Academy 
reopened its doors to the public 
on Wednesday, October 25.

The San Francisco Bay Area is a 
unique setting.
